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Cars to be scrapped 
to save police cash 


POLICE in Northampton¬ 
shire are preparing to lose 
up to 100 cars, motorbikes 
and vans from the force's 
fleet of vehicles as part of 
cost-cutting measures. 

Northamptonshire Police has 
also revealed around 25 jobs have 
already been lost, as senior officers 
brace themselves for more swinge¬ 
ing cuts. 

Police chiefs are preparing to 
be hit with budget cuts of around 
a quarter when a Government 
spending review is announced next 
month. 

The force is thought to have al¬ 
ready drawn up plans to scrap be¬ 
tween 50 and 100 vehicles from its 
420-strong fleet, which currently 
consists of 297 cars, 93 vans, 26 mo¬ 
torbikes and four quad bikes. 

Graham Crow, transport man¬ 
ager for Northamptonshire Police, 
confirmed a review of vehicles 
that have travelled less than 10,000 
miles in the last year was now un¬ 
der way and that 16 vehicles had 
already been scrapped. 

He said: “As part of a wider re¬ 
view of the force, the transport de¬ 
partment was tasked with looking 
at the current fleet and establishing 
what efficiencies could be made. 

“They identified all the vehicles 
used by the force that travelled less 
than 10,000 miles in the last year 
and entered into a consultation 


process with area commanders to 
establish if there was a more effi¬ 
cient way for those vehicles to be 
used. 

“As a result of this, 16 vehicles 
have been immediately removed 
from the fleet and discussions are 
ongoing to establish if any more 
are able to be removed without im¬ 
pacting on the service provided by 
the force. 

“All effort has been made, and 
will continue to be made, to make 
sure the right balance when mak¬ 
ing efficiencies with providing the 
service people quite rightly expect 
from us as a police force.” 

A representative from the trade 
union Unison said around 25 jobs 
had already been axed inside the 
force, with around 15 people taking 
voluntary redundancy. Around 10 
people are believed to have either 
been “redeployed” into other roles 
or are on a waiting list to be rede¬ 
ployed. 

Peter Lake, branch secretary 
of the Northamptonshire Police 
branch of Unison, said his mem¬ 
bers were concerned about the 
“uncertainty” surrounding police 
cuts. 

He said: “Everybody is waiting 
for the October spending review so 
we have this uncertainty. But they 
are trying to do a very difficult job. 

“The are trying to keep the police 
numbers while still having to make 
savings.”

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Boy dies of 

suspected 

meningitis 


A BOY at a Northampton¬ 
shire school has died from 
suspected meningitis. 

Teachers at Campion School 
in Bugbrooke sent letters home 
with pupils on Monday telling 
them of the death of the 13-year- 
old boy, whose identity has not 
formally released. 

The letter says the youngster 
died at Queens Medical Centre in 
Nottingham at the weekend. 

Although meningitis is sus¬ 
pected as the probable cause, 
the letter - drafted by the Health 
Protection Agency - says it is a 
form of meningitis which is not 
contagious. 

Yesterday headteacher Bob 
Clayton expressed his sorrow on 
behalf of the school at the news. 

He said: “It’s obviously a huge 
shock to the school and, more 


importantly, to the family con¬ 
cerned. 

“Our thoughts go out to them in 
this hugely difficult time they’re 
experiencing.” 

The letter, which was sent out 
to the parents of fellow year 10 
pupils, said the cause was prob¬ 
ably pneumococcal meningitis. 

According to the Meningitis Re¬ 
search Foundation, although the 
pneumococcal bacteria are easy 
to pass on, it is “extremely rare” 
for a healthy person to catch se¬ 
vere pneumococcal disease from 
someone in their household who 
has the illness. 

However, some parents of year 
10 Campion School children criti¬ 
cised the wording of the letter, 
which they say has caused panic. 

A mother, who asked not to be 
named, said: “In one breath it 
says this type of meningitis is not 


contagious but then it starts giv¬ 
ing signs and symptoms of other 
more contagious forms of menin¬ 
gitis and septicaemia. 

“It’s very confusing and worry¬ 
ing for anyone reading it.” 

Dr Philip Monk, a consultant 
at the Health Protection Agency, 
said he had agonised about in¬ 
cluding information about other 
forms of the disease in the letter 
but felt Campion School parents 
should know about other possi¬ 
bilities in case the initial diagno¬ 
sis was proved wrong. 

He said: “Looking at the clini¬ 
cal and lab results, our best guess 
is that it is not a risk to other stu¬ 
dents . . . but it is only our best 
guess. 

“We are trying to give as much 
information as we are able to just 
in case but we are sorry if that 
has caused worry or confusion.”

Call to 
review 
club’s 
licence 


THE managers of a 
Northamptonshire 
Conservative club are 
due to appear before 
councillors to answer 
complaints their venue 
has created noise prob¬ 
lems. 

Members of South North¬ 
amptonshire Council’s licens¬ 
ing sub-committee will meet 
next week to discuss alleged 
noise issues at the Towcester 
Conservative Club in Watling 
Street, Towcester. 

In documents which will 
be seen by the committee, the 
council’s senior licensing of¬ 
ficer, David Macey, said a re¬ 
view of the club’s licence had 
been called for “as the result 
of ongoing noise issues, and 
the fact that the management 
of the club have apparently 
consistently failed to comply 
with the prevention of public 
nuisance objective”. 

Explaining the background 
for the review, and the reason 
it had been requested by the 
Conservative-led council’s en¬ 
vironmental protection team, 
he added: “In July 2008 the 
council’s environmental pro¬ 
tection team received a com¬ 
plaint regarding excessive 
noise from live music events 
taking place at Towcester 
Conservative Club. There had 
been noise issues for some 
years prior to that date. 

“The matter was investi¬ 
gated, but despite extended 


negotiations with the club’s 
management, the nuisance 
continued occasionally un¬ 
til September 2009, when 
the council finally served a 
noise abatement notice,” Mr 
Macey’s report added. 

“Further complaints have 
been received since the no¬ 
tice was served, and to date it 
has been breached on 10 occa¬ 
sions.” 

The council committee will 
meet on Wednesday, Septem¬ 
ber 29, to decide what action 
the authority should take. 

During the hearing, ex¬ 
perts from the council’s envi¬ 
ronmental health department 
are expected to give evidence 
about the alleged noise prob¬ 
lems at the club. 

In March this year, the 
Conservative and Unionist 
Club in New Street, Weedon, 
had its licence revoked by 
members of Conservative-led 
Daventry District Council fol¬ 
lowing complaints of noise 
nuisance and disturbances. 

The following month, the 
managers of the club success¬ 
fully applied for a new licence 
which gave the venue permis¬ 
sion to play recorded, but not 
live, music. 

Nobody from the Towcester 
Conservative Club has been 
available for comment. 

The hearing about the 
club’s licence will be held 
at South Northamptonshire 
Council’s offices in Towcester 
next week. 


Getaway driver 
goes on the run 


A GETAWAY driver from 
Northampton serving six years 
for a security van robbery is 
being hunted after going on 
the run. 

Daniel Bage, aged 27, failed 
to return to HMP Sudbury in 
Derbyshire from temporary 
leave on Saturday. 

Bage, of Cotswold Avenue, 
Duston, was jailed in October 
2008 at Northampton Crown 
Court. 

Bage, who is 5ft lOins and 
stocky, failed to return to the 
category D open prison on Sat¬ 
urday along with 31-year-old 
Gary Brierley, from Rochdale, 
who is serving life for murder. 
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Warming up 
on wall run 


A BUSINESSMAN from 
Northampton has put his 
feet up having run the 
length of Hadrian's Wall 
before amazingly taking to 
the starting line for Sun¬ 
day's Great North Run. 

Warren Ferguson, aged 41, 
started his personal fundraising 
marathon at the eastern tip of the 
wall, at Bowness-on-Solway, near 
Carlisle, on Monday last week. 

He then proceeded to run six 
half-marathons in as many days, 
covering the entire length of 
Hadrian’s Wall before, blistered 
and bruised, he then managed to 
complete Sunday’s 13-mile race 
between Newcastle and South 
Shields. 

Warren, managing director of 
a Moulton Park business, said: 
“A few years back I ran the Great 
North Run and I thought to myself 


I want to run it again but I wanted 
to make it more of a challenge.” 

Warren, from Church Bramp¬ 
ton, came up with the challenge 
to raise money for the NSPCC, a 
charity for which his mother is a 
leading campaigner. 

Having already run the race 
once before, Warren said he 
needed to come up with a more 
demanding challenge to get his 
friends and family to dig deep 
once again. 

He initially received support 
from his parents, who shuttled 
Warren between his base camp 
halfway along the wall and his 
running position every morn¬ 
ing and evening. However, for 
two days in the middle of his 
challenge Warren was alone in 
the wilderness and had to rely 
on public transport to get to and 
from his campsites. 

Warren even ended up running 


an additional six miles on two 
days having missed his buses. 
However, having completed 100 
miles on foot, Warren finally 
made the start line of the Great 
North Run on Sunday, where, 
after being patched up, he com¬ 
pleted the run in just over three 
hours. 

He said: “I had blisters all over 
my feet. It had rained for three 
days and it had blistered my feet, 
I had twisted my ankle and I could 
only just get my foot in the shoes 
and I was in the St John Ambu¬ 
lance three or four times along 
the route so they could adminis¬ 
ter ice and bandages.” 

Back at work on Monday, War¬ 
ren said he was still feeling the ef¬ 
fects of his incredible challenge. 
He said: “I am having a little bit 
of a struggle when it comes to 
stairs but other than that I am 
just about alright.”

Tony, who ran the race with a photo of 
Sophie pinned to his shirt, said he chose 
the charity because it had helped his fam¬ 
ily following the tragic death of his cousin 
on the A45 last October. 

Tony, aged 27, said: “It was just as much 
running in memory of Sophie as it was for 
the charity. I had picture of Sophie on my 
back as well as a pair of butterfly wings.” 

The Northampton-based charity aims to 
provide support and guidance to families 
who have lost a child of any age.

a lifetime 
for Caitlin 


THE SURVIVOR of a rare 
blood condition has spo¬ 
ken of her pride after read¬ 
ing alongside the Pope in 
front of tens of thousands 
of people in Hyde Park. 

Caitlin Behan, 13, from We- 
stone, Northampton, was one of 
a select few who had the once in 
a lifetime chance to take part in 
the Hyde Park Vigil on Saturday 
night with Pope Benedict XVI 
on the third day of his UK state 
visit. 

Originally Caitlin was asked 
to carry the Handicapped Chil¬ 
dren’s Pilgrimage Trust (HCPT) 
charity’s banner, but after organ¬ 
isers learned of her courageous 
battle against illness she was in¬ 
vited to take the stage. 

In front of an estimated 80,000 
people Caitlin read a liturgy 
which involved her reading the 



Litany of the Sacred Heart of 
Jesus, with the Pope answering 
each line. 

Caitlin said: “It was amazing, 
really amazing. It’s hard to put 
into words. 

“It was amazing with all the 
people, the stage was huge, so 
huge. 

“But they didn’t matter with 
the Pope there. 


“I was terrified before I went 
on stage but everyone was really 
nice. 

“The Bishops told me I had done 
really well, so I was pleased. 

“It was an honour to read with 
the Pope and he was standing so 
close to me,” she added. 

“It doesn’t get much better 
than that.” 

With security waiting to whisk 
the Pope into his car after the 
Vigil, Caitlin was not able to 
meet him later. 

Caitlin, who rehearsed for the 
reading in London on Friday, 
joined the HCPT two years ago 
following her recovery from Fan- 
coni’s anaemia in 2004. 

The Northampton School for 
Girls student is still dealing with 
the effects of a stroke that she 
had in 2004 but says she is “al¬ 
ways getting better”. 

Her mum, Bernie, who watched

Shop unit 
is set to 
be filled 



EXPERTS negotiat¬ 
ing the deal to rent 
out Northampton's 
former Woolworths 
store are expected 
to announce which 
shop will fill the va¬ 
cant unit this week. 

The large Abington 
Street store has been 
empty since Woolworths 
closed in January 2009. 

A variety of companies 
are believed to have shown 
an interest in taking on 
the shop over the past few 
months, but letting agent 
BTW Shiells is expected to 
finally announce what the 
store will become in the 
next few days. 

A spokesman for the 
firm said: “It has been 
taken on by somebody and 
we expect to reveal who it 
will be in the next couple 
of days.” 

Woolworths went into 
administration at the end 
of 2008 and its 807 shops 
across the country were 


closed in January 2009. 

Frozen food company 
Iceland took up many of 
the vacant stores, secur¬ 
ing a total of 61 across the 
country, while budget re¬ 
tail firm Poundland, also 
took over a number. 

But a study by business 
experts The Local Data 
Company in August this 
year revealed more than 
300 former Woolworths 
shops across the country 
were still standing empty. 

Northampton Borough 
Council’s cabinet member 
for regeneration, Council¬ 


lor Richard Church (.Lib 
Dem, Kingsthorpe ), said: 
“It’s good news. I hope 
we’ll get a shop which will 
attract a lot more people 
to Abington Street.” 

A study by our sister 
paper the Chronicle & 
Echo earlier this month 
revealed there were 13 
empty shops in Abington 
Street, representing 14 
per cent of the total. The 
number was below the av¬ 
erage for the town, which 
shows 16 per cent of shops 
are currently standing 
empty.

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Calls made 
to stub out 
smoke ban 
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SMOKERS have been 
urged to ask their MP 
to attend an upcoming 
vote about exempting 
pubs and clubs from the 
smoking ban. 

A meeting of anti-smoking 
ban group Freedom2 Choose 
at Kingsley Park Terrace 
Working Men’s Club and In¬ 
stitute, Northampton, yester¬ 
day called for amendments 
to the smoking ban, which it 
believes has led to the closure 
of 6,500 pubs and clubs across 
the country. 

The meeting was attended 
by Conservative MPs Philip 
Hollobone and Chris Heaton- 
Harris, and Mr Hollobone 
said the best way to make the 
Government sit up and take 
notice of the strength of dis¬ 
content was to lobby members 
of Parliament. 

He said: “There is a 10- 
minute bill on this very sub¬ 
ject coming up next month in 
Parliament. I would encour¬ 
age Freedom2 Choose and club 
members to contact their own 
MPs asking them to be present 


for that and vote. 

“Pubs and clubs should 
never have been included in 
the bill in the first place and 
this is a golden opportunity to 
tell ministers how important 
this is for you.” 

Mr Heaton-Harris added: 
“This will not change any 
laws but it is a fantastic op¬ 
portunity to flag this up big 
and strong to the Government 
early in its life.” 

Chairman Phil Johnson 
of Freedom2Choose told the 
meeting that small organisa¬ 
tions campaigning against 
the ban should unite to fight 
for people’s right to choose 
whether they are exposed to 
cigarette smoke or not. Mr 
Johnson said the hospital¬ 
ity industry was being crip¬ 
pled by the loss of smokers 
and advocated air cleansing 
systems or separate smoking 
rooms. 

But Virginia Whittington, 
from Far Cotton, said: “It’s 
fine talking about measures 
to keep smoke in check but 
many small pubs don’t have 
the space or money.”

Young girl in 
fight to walk 


A BRAVE eight-year-old 
girl is already planning a 
trip to Disney World as she 
continues to recover from 
potentially life-changing 
surgery that will hopefully 
help her to walk. 

Francesca Hughes, of Green¬ 
field Avenue, Spinney Hill, 
Northampton, returned from 
America last month having 
undergone complex surgery. 

Francesca was born three 
months prematurely, weigh¬ 
ing just 21b 8oz and when she 
was 18 months old, her par¬ 
ents were told she had cer¬ 
ebral palsy, a condition that 
affects both her legs and means 
she cannot walk unaided. 

Before the operation Frances¬ 
ca, a pupil at St Gregory’s Catho¬ 
lic Primary School, relied on a 
walking frame or wheelchair to 
get around. 

In July, she underwent two 
operations to cut the problem¬ 
atic or “bad” nerve fibres in her 
spine and legs - which her family 


hopes will allow her to ditch her 
walking frame for good. 

Mum Caroline said the opera¬ 
tion had been a “huge success” 
and Francesca was already able to 
stand unaided for up to a minute. 
“All of the stiffness has been per¬ 
manently removed from Frances¬ 
ca’s body. She has substantially

more range and quality of move¬ 
ment now and without the spas¬ 
ticity she is so much more com¬ 
fortable. She is able to wiggle her 
toes for the first time, she is using 
walking sticks now at home and 
is standing independently for up 
to a minute now, which is a mas¬ 
sive difference.” 

The surgery Francesca under¬ 


went is not available in the UK, 
so her family had to raise £50,000 
to fly her to St Louis. 

She is now undergoing daily 
sessions of physiotherapy at a 
cost of £1,000 a month. 

Caroline said: “We are so grate¬ 
ful to everyone who has donated 
money to us and given Francesca 
this chance of a more inde¬ 
pendent future. 

“We raised more than 
£50,000 in 10 weeks. It was 
hard work but it is a fantastic 
story. It has been overwhelm¬ 
ing.” 

Caroline says it could 
be several weeks until she 
knows the extent of Franc¬ 
esca’s recovery. However, she 
says they are already planning 
for the future. 

She said: “It is very challeng¬ 
ing for her, very demanding, but 
she is up for it and we have prom¬ 
ised her a trip to Disney World 
when we go and see the surgeon 
next summer.”

goes to town 



Affleck 

THE TOWN (15, 124 mins) 
Thriller/Action/Romance. Ben 
Affleck, Rebecca Hall, Jeremy 
Renner, Jon Hamm, Pete 
Postlethwaite, Blake Lively, 
Chris Cooper, Titus Welliver, 
Slaine, Owen Burke. Director: 
Ben Affleck. 

BEN Affleck may be best 
known as an actor but the 
chisel-jawed leading man is 
steadily delivering his best work 
behind the camera. 

He already has an Oscar on 
the mantelpiece as co-writer 
of Good Will Hunting and his 
directorial debut Gone Baby 
Gone was a gritty adaptation 
of Dennis Lehane’s novel that 
garnered numerous critical 
plaudits. 

For his second feature in the 
director’s chair, Affleck remains 
on the streets of Boston for a 
taut heist thriller based on the 
novel Prince Of Thieves by 
Chuck Hogan. 

The Town is a well-crafted 
and vivid portrait of a close-knit 
community of men with a strict 
code of silence that condemns 
those whose speak out of turn to 
an early grave. 

What the film may lack in 
originality it makes up for in 
exhilarating action sequences 
and strong performances, 
with Affleck noticeably giving 
himself the least showy role and 
allowing his co-stars to chew the 
scenery. 

The film is set in Charlestown, 
Massachusetts, the one-square- 
mile neighbourhood that appar¬ 
ently produces more armoured 
car and bank robbers than 


anywhere else in America. 

With that in mind, it beggars 
belief that the cops aren’t better 
prepared to neutralise the threat 
of the gun-toting thieves who 
run amok here but Affleck’s 
film wouldn’t run much past 30 
minutes without myriad suspen¬ 
sions of disbelief. 

Doug MacRay (Ben Affleck) is 
doomed to repeat the mistakes 
of his father Stephen (Chris 
Cooper), who is serving time 
in a maximum security prison, 
as mastermind of a four-strong 
team of bank robbers compris¬ 
ing trigger-happy best friend 
Jem (Jeremy Renner), Gloansy 
(Slaine) and Desmond (Owen 
Burke). 

On their final job, Jem takes 
bank manager Claire Keesey 
(Rebecca Hall) hostage, releas¬ 
ing her once they are safely 
away from pursuing cops. 

Fearing that the terrified 
woman may identify them, 

Doug engineers a meeting in a 
laundrette and slowly develops 
an attraction to Claire, who has 
no idea that she is falling in love 


with the man who pointed a gun 
at her head hours earlier. 

Meanwhile, FBI Special Agent 
Frawley (Jon Hamm) treads on 
the toes of Boston Police Detec¬ 
tive Dino Ciampa (Titus Welliv¬ 
er) to apprehend the thieves and 
bring down money man Fergie 
Colm (Pete Postlethwaite). 

The Town cranks up the ten¬ 
sion as Doug struggles to keep 
his affair with Claire secret 
from Jem and the posse. 

Once the apparent betrayal 
comes to light, it ignites a 
powder keg of emotions that 
rocks the neighbourhood to its 
foundations. 

Affleck’s (anti) hero is bland 
next to scene-stealers Renner 
and Postlethwaite but in his 
capacity as director, he makes 
light work of the two-hour run¬ 
ning time and energises the set 
pieces including a protracted 
car chase through labyrinthine 
alleys. 

The only surprise is how long 
it takes Affleck to reach the 
resolution we can see coming a 
mile off.

When the two officers are sidelined, 
hot-headed Terry Hoitz (Mark 
Wahlberg) and his mild-mannered 
partner Allen Gamble (Will Ferrell) 
vie with rival detectives Fosse (Damon 
Wayans Jr) and Martin (Rob Riggle) to 
lead the team. "I'm a peacock. You've 
got to let me fly!" Terry implores 
Captain Gene Mauch (Michael Keaton), 
desperate to be included on a case 
involving multi-millionaire David 
Ershon (Steve Coogan). When his pleas 
fall on deaf ears, Terry drags Allen into 
the field with only a wooden replica 
gun for protection. 

Rating: 6/10 




THE KID (15) 

Kevin (William Finn Miller) is a punch 
bag for his volatile mother Gloria 
(Natascha McElhone) and father Dennis 
(Con O'Neill) until social services finally 
intervene, placing the boy in a home run 
by Uncle David (Bernard Hill). However, 
no sooner has Kevin settled in and begun 
to flourish he is returned to his parents. 
The cycle of violence continues and as 
Kevin enters his difficult teenage years 
(now played by Augustus Prew), he 
arouses the interest of concerned teacher 
Colin Smith (loan Gruffudd). Once again, 
fate conspires against Kevin (now played 
by Rupert Friend) and he plunges into 
the abyss - the only glimmer of hope, a 
fledgling romance with a beautiful girl 
called Jackie (Jodie Whittaker).

tyre pressure monitor are all 
Monaco GP fixtures, as are heated, 
power-adjustable, front seats. 

It’s all in addition to GT fixtures 
such as cruise control, fingertip 
audio controls, a trip com¬ 
puter, automatic headlights 
and wipers, and more, with 
Renault sparing no expense 
on safety fittings, either. 

It’s important to mention 
the Coupe’s practical side 
- the boot space is a good 
size at 423 litres, and it can 
go the distance with a 66- 
litre fuel tank. 

But Renault would 


get even more mileage out of the 
Monaco GP by keeping it on, and, 
being realistic, the French firm 
doesn’t sell that many in the UK, so 
this particular model wouldn’t lose 
any of its special edition status. 



H ERE’S another special edi¬ 
tion that puts up a strong 
case for being made a per¬ 
manent member of its model line¬ 
up - the Renault Laguna Coupe 
Monaco GP. 

Specials, by and large, mean a 
bit of extra kit and a unique paint 
job, usually for little extra cost, 
to boost showroom throughput 
because they put the emphasis on 
value. 

The Monaco GP, on the other 
hand, isn’t just good for sales, 
it’s good for the two-door Laguna 
Coupe’s whole image. 

Consider, then, the evidence 
favouring a permanent slot for Re¬ 
nault’s special edition. Car design¬ 
ers have realised lately that, while 
still shackled to the constraints 
of aerodynamics, weight, and the 
environment, they CAN be a little 
bolder, a little braver, with their 
pen strokes. 

So, a gritty grille and beefy 
wheel arch here, a more muscular 
shoulder and raked roofline there 
- motors are steadily making a 
character comeback. 

And that’s something the 
Laguna Coupe is woefully short 
of. It’s a lovely looking machine 
in one sense, but its lines are so 
slick, so sleek, so smooth, that 
the car’s whole shape comes 
across as soulless. 

This GP version, based on a 
GT, can’t put everything right, 
but it does a fine job of giving 
the Coupe a little character, of 
evoking more spirited style with 
its look-at-me livery and magical 
Monaco name. 


So please don’t go shutting 
down the Monaco GP production 
line by the end of this month, Re¬ 
nault - keep this version, and ditch 
a couple of others from the line-up 
instead. 

The price of the special is 
£24,995, and it comes with eye¬ 
catching white metallic bodywork 
with a contrasting glossy black 
roof and dark, 18-inch alloys with 
subtle, Monaco GP badging sited 
low down just before the rear 
wheels. 

It’s a 2.0-litre diesel engine 
under the bonnet, the 180bhp 
version, which dovetails nicely 
with this homage to Renault’s FI 
wins at Monaco in 2004 and 2006. 
And sharp four-wheel steering 
complements the agile, dynamic 
drive, giving quite a wow factor to 
cornering ability. 

The 1995cc powerplant
